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WHO ARE MEXICAN PEOPLE?

Triey Had Civilisation efsre Spanish
Explorers Entered Contlnnt

Brittany Village Folk Kindle Great
Bonfires and Maidens Use Charms

To Get Husbands.

Somo of tho customs of St. John's
ovo in Brittany are as quaint as they
aro plcturesquo. In many villages
giant bonfires aro built, and round
them, in a circle, scats aro placed for
tho departed. Tho euro has charge ol
kindling flro, or, where it is posslblo
a boy dressed as an angel is let down
tho bell tower by mean 3 of a pulley,
and lifted up out of sight again after
ho has applied a lighted faggot to tha
pllo.

To insure getting a husband before
tho end of tho year tho village maid-
ens dance round nine bonfires, and
rotum homo to dream of tho young
man destined for them. At midnight
they riso and lay tho table with bread
and cheeso and garlic, and throw the
front door wldo open. Thero Is no ob
ligation for thorn to accept whoovor ii
the first to enter, but it often hap
pens that they do, for tho' right man
is not likely to miss his chance. If
indeed, he appears, the parents art
quickly called in to give their con
sent to a betrothal, which takes plac
there and then.

Swiss Move of Importance.
Tho Swiss iciieral council recentl)

authorized tho creation of the Socict
Suisse de Surveillance. It will be
composed of fifteen Swiss appointed
by the council and chosen from thi
various cantons whoro German
French and Italian are spoken. Tin
organization will supervlso tho lm
portatlon ot supplies and materials rb
quired for home consumption and tc
provide Swiss Industries with mato
rial. It will oxorclso no control ovei
the importation of metals, which Is lr
charge of a separate syndicate undo
government control.
